, Promptly at the hour of 10 A* M* the 67th Annual setting of the 
East Fla. D2sfc. Association was called to order by the Mofde|rator, 
Rev* 0. V. Thurman, in the Zion Orthodox P* B. church, Cocoaa, Fla*, 
November 18 th, 1936. 

We had been welcomed cordially by the pastor, Rev. Wm. Saund- 
ers and the entire citizens throughout* An elaborate program was 
rendered on Tuesday night* 

The Moderator made some timely remarks and sang — Oh Lord 
let your will be done* The vice-moderator lined hymn 345. Rev. 
Crawford offered prayer. The moderator read PhilL 2:11 from this 
same scripture he commented thoroughly. Another song was sung* 
Rev. R. B. Davis ascended the rostrum to preach the introductory 
sermon, assisted by Rev. A. Harrison* who lined No. 440. Rev, Davis 
read the 122nd Psalm. The above hym nwas sung, Rev. Davis chose 
his text from Exodus 14:15: — Go Forward. Rev* Davis after having 
rebuked sin sharply, preached a powerful sermon that was very 
appropriate for the occasion. He admonished the Association to go 
onward until the last endeavor has been accomplished. Rev. Har- 
rison closed with a few words. Offering was taken, $2.00 

Next order of business was enrollment which amounted to $100,50 
of which $25.00 was for Sinking Fund. Then by motion o£ Rev* R. 
H. Frazier, the Moderator's Annual Address was referred until Wed- 
nesday night* Next order of business was election of officers. Rev. 
J, A. Williams motioned we hold election by acclamation. Then the 
whole official staff was reelected unanimously. The officers expressed 
gratitude for the confidence placed in them for many years and pledg 
ed to do their best in the future. t 

We began to organise. By motion of Rev* J* G. Washington the 
hour of session was from 10 A. M. to 3:00 P, M., and the Bible Ex- 
positor’s hour would be from 11:30 to 12:30* 

A financial Com. was appointed, viz: Revs. G, S. Crawfford, R. B* 
Williams and T. R, Griffin* 

Then three ministers came forward and made applications for 
membership. After they had made their statements the Association 
received them and the right hand of fellowship was given them by 
the Moderator. They were Revs. A. R. Winn, A. L. Freeman and 
Rev. Davis. They paid $2.50. 


By motion of Rev. J. A. Williams, a Com. of 3 was appointed on 
Divine Worship: Revs. J. A. Williams, J, M. Dixon, W. M Saunders 
There arose a discussion concerning rebaptizing preachers who 
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came from Missionary Baptist churches, and by motion of Rev. R. H. 
nazie., the old custom was changed and xve would not require one to 
be baptized again. Same was earned. 

A Com. of 5 was appointed on Education, viz — Revs. J. A. vvi - 
liams, J. S. Davis, G- S. Crawford, R. H. Frazier, H. C. Samuels. 

Rev R B. Williams motioned a Com. of 3 be appointed on de- 
ceases- Bros’. P. Frison, A. Dander, Rev. H. C. Samuels. 

Rev. A. H. Harrison motioned a Com. of 3 be appointed on Time 
end Piece, viz: Pevs. A. Harrison, H. R. Stevenson, T. R. Griffin. 

By motion of Rev. O. B. Nichols a Com. of 3 was appointed on 
Selection Cor. Delegates, namely: Revs. R. J. Gainous, 0. B. Nichols 
and C. W. Williams. 

Then the Com. on Diyine worship reported preaching Wednes- 
day night hy the Rev. J. G. Washington, assisted by Rev. R. J. Gain- 
ous. Benediction by moderator. 

WEDNESDAY— NIGHT SESSION 

At 7:30 Service was conducted by Bro. P. Frison and A. Dander. 
Prayers were heard seemingly as they came from earnest hearts 
that were lowly and contrite. The choir sang:— Stand up for Jesus. 
Then the Vice Moderator introduced the speakers of the hour, in per- 
son of Revs. J. G. Washington and R. J. Gainous, who lined hymn No. 
IS Rev. Washington read 24th Psalm* He announced his text fiom 
P2nd Psalm 12th verse:— The Righteous shall flourish like the Palm 
Tree, etc. Subject— The Triumph of the Righteous. The man of God 
stirred the audience with a powerful message full of comparisons 
that made us feel a deeper interest in Christianity. Rev. Gainous 
dosed with suitable words. Collection $6.67. 

The moderator came forward and read his Annual Address, which 
was a master niece, uniquely arranged and masterly delivered. The 
association received it to appear on the minutes and then Rev. Craw- 
ford made a great response.

F Allen who also is moderator of the Middle Fla. Association who 




urged our Association to raise and send all the money we could to 
the school at Tallahassee which is the pride of Florida. He also 
sent $2.50 for Rev. Jessie Williams and his letter was granted by 
the association. This communication was received by us to be com- 
plied with. 

J. H. John- 
son, A. L. Gainous and R. B, Davis. 

A Com. of 7 was appointed on Selecting the Executive Board, 
viz: Revs. J. A. Williams, J, G. Washington, R. B, Williams, A. L. 
Gainous, R, B. Davis, G. $. Crawford and H. C. Samuels. 

Then a Com. of 7 was appointed on Investigation, namely: Revs. 
T. E. Davenport, M, L. Lane, R. B. Davis, E. Jenkins, H. R, Stevenson 
J. G. Washington and P. D. Brantley. 

Then the Bible Expositor came forward and taught a deep lesson 
concerning Christianity, which was full of information, and inspira- 
tion. Next was church reports called for at which time the churches 
responded nicely. Then Rev. A. L. Gainous brought greetings from 
various Associations which "were uplifting. 

I he Com. on Divine Worship reported preaching for Thursday 
night by Rev. A. L. Gainous, assisted by Rev, H. R. Stevenson, The 
Moderator appointed Revs. J. M. Dixon, H. C. Samuels and P. D, 
Brantley to serve as Deas. in the Annual Communion Service.

The Execu- 
tive Board reported expenses $9.70. Then the Sinking Fund Treasurer 
reported $5.00, He was re-elected. Our associational treaturer 
n :v'n r died since our last association, the Rev. T. E< Davenport was 
elected Treasurer and $2.16 was turned over to him. 

The Tnvestiagtion Com. reported no grievances. Rev. J, A, Wil- 
liams paid to R6v. H. R* Stevenson *$13.00 °n his debt, the same was 
turned over to the association. Rev. J. G. Washington turned over 
$5.00 on the same debt. Total $18.00. Rev, Williams was given a re- 
ceipt.

G, S. Crawford ,T. E. Daven- 
port and R. B. Davis, Rev. Crawford received the majority of votes 
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and was re-elected Evangelist of the District, 

Resolutions were read and adopted, (See Resolutions). The 
Presbytery was re-elected. A letter of dismission was granted to 
Rev, A. L. Gainous. 

SATURDAY— NIGHT SESSION 

A short devotional service was conducted by Deacon Dancer and 
Rev, S. Austin, Rev, Griffin, then the speakers were introduced, viz;

CHIEF EVANGELIST'S REPORT 

Brother Moderatcr, ministers and delegates, composing the 67th 
annual session of the East Fla. P. B. Association. We praise the 
Lord of heaven that he has spared us to submit this our report as 
Chief Evangelist of the D‘st. Since we met in the last session at 
West Palm Beach, Fla., the Lord has called home one of our beloved 
ministers, Rev. J. S. Smith, pastor of the Macedonia Church, Jackson- 
ville, Fla. We loved him but the Lord loved him best. 

I have striven on the field with all my might and power, to do my 
whole duty as an Evangelist. I have done the very best I could 
under the most trying circumstances and dissapointments. I have 
made two visits to every church in the district, and some of them I 
made two and three visits, to try to get a creditable report. 

During the year I have delivered 36 sermons, assisted in ordaining 
3 young ministers, ordained 5 deacons, gave communion to five 
churches that were without pastors, organized 5 women's auxiliaries, 
help to run three revivals, attended 4 fifth Sunday Union meetings, 
added 18 members to different churches, made 10 recommendations to 
ministers to churches that were without pastors, married 4 couples, 
and preached 5 funerals. 

I received very poor reports from many of the churches. The 
members of some of the churches are very slow about paying the 
Evangelist dues 50c per member as ordered by this Association. Some 
places I would not get traveling expenses. My traveling expense 
this year is very large, which amounts to $203.35, which was more 
than half of what I collected on the field during the year.
